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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claim 14 is objected to because of the following informalities: Lines 5-6, "said pump" 
should be "said source of hydraulic fluid". Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which apphcant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 10 recites the limitation "said at least one actuator" in line 2, There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. It appears that claim 10 should depend from 
claim 6, where support for this limitation is found. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the apphcant for a patent. 

Claims 1-4, 8, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Morgan 
(6438951). 
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Morgan discloses a fluid power circuit having a source of fluid flow (6, 6B) at a first 
pressure, a first valve means (4), and a rotary flow divider (1), wherein the valve means has a 
first position for isolating the rotary flow divider from the fluid source and a second position 
wherein fluid is directed from a first section (IB) to a reservoir and from a second section (1 A) at 
a pressure higher than the first pressure: The second pressure is approximately twice the first 
pressure, the rotary flow divider includes a fluid inlet supplying fluid to the first and second 
sections in equal volumes, and the fluid is hydraulic fluid Wherein the first valve means is a 
solenoid operated two position three way valve, and the rotary flow divider is a gerotor rotary 
flow divider. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5-7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Claims 1 1 - 1 5 are allowed. 

Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not rehed upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 6279317, 5511368, 5319932, 4102425, and 3962954 each disclose fluid power 
circuits having rotary flow dividers.
